Mayor  Art  Agnos  answers  questions  from  HiU  residents  at  Democratic  Club  forum. 
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-Agnos  Returns  to  Former  Neighborhood  To 
Parry  Questions  from  Hill  Residents

City  budget  perspectives  for  neighbor- 
hood services  in  Polrero  Hill  and  through- 
out San  Francisco  will  depend  largely  on 
whether  city  business  taxes  are  extended 
t>eyond  their  July  I  deadline,  Mayor  Art 
Agnos  told  Hill  residents  Feb.  13. 

Speaking  before  a  forum  sponsored  by 
the  Potrero  Hill  Democratic  Club,  Agnos 
stressed  his  belief  that  the  small  business 
tax  of  $200  per  year  and  the  tax  on  larger 
businesses  in  the  city  must  be  re- 
newed past  their  July  1  expiration  date. 


He  noted  that  "before  the  Oct.  17  earth- 
quake, I  was  cautiously  optimistic  that  we 
would  have  more  money  than  we  needed 
for  this  coming  year."  Now,  he  said,  ho- 
tel tax  revenues  are  down,  and  even 
though  the  convention  base  has  befr.i  stab- 
ilized, "discretionary  visitors  are  not 
coming." 

Some  city  services,  the  Mayor  stressed, 
are  "supposed  to  lose  money."  He  listed 
San  Francisco  General  Hospital,  the  Dept. 
of  Social  Services  and  public  transporta- 
tion, commenting,  "if  we  wanted  to  make 
money  there,  bus  fares  would  be  a  couple 
of  dollars  per  ride." 


The  city,  he  said,  "needs  to  take  in  as 
much  from  potential  money-makers  as  it 
takes  to  balance  potential  money-losers." 
In  the  money-making  category  -  propos- 
als for  what  Agnos  calls  his  "entrepre- 
neurial government"  -  he  listed  city  land 
in  Pleasanton  that  he'hopes  to  develop 
rather  than  sell;  city  land  in  San  Mateo  on 
which  "I'm  going  to  build  a  golf  course;" 
and  Piers  24-26,  where  he  is  supporting  a 
proposal  for  a  hotel  and  sailing  center. 
The  latter  proposal  is  meeting  with  stiff 
opposition  from  many  who  believe  that 
construction  of  one  hotel  on  the  water

Debate  Heats  Up 
On  Arkansas  St. 
Development  Plan

Rick  Holiday  is  a  weird  sort  of  de- 
veloper. He  admits  he's  in  business  to 
make  a  profit;  he  has  a  12-year  back- 
ground in  low-income  housing,  even  though 
he  doesn't  like  to  call  it  that,  and  the 
very  nature  of  his  business  means  he 
makes  friends  -  and  enemies  -  quickly. 

He's  a  busy  man,  but  his  secretary  will 
try  to  put  you  through  to  him  at  his  de- 
velopment firm,  McKenzie,  Ross  &  Holi- 
day, if  she  can't,  blame  the  many  San 
Francisco  artists  on  his  hands  right  now 
who  have  just  purchased  The  Lofts,  a 
collection  of  live/work  spaces  re- 
modeled out  of  an  old  industrial  building 
at  4th  and  Brannan  Streets.  All  the  spa- 
ces sold  in  an  hour  and  a  half,  though  none 
had  closed  escrow  at  View  presstime. 

Currently,  Holiday  and  a  group  of  his 
artist  friends  are  looking  to  develop  a 
long  vacant  site  on  the  north  side  of 
Potrero  Hill.  A  collapsed  Union  Pacific 
train  tunnel,  which  was  closed  years  ago, 
next  to  the  Potrero  Hill  Middle  School 
left  a  steep  open  space  at  Arkansas  Street 
between  18th  and  1 9th  Streets,  owned  by 
the  railroad. 

Over  the  years,  indigenous  anise  weed, 
poppies  and  mallow  have  greened  the 
rocky  slope,  pedestrians  seeking  to  short 
cut  the  steep  corner  have  created  a  path 
across  the  incline,  and  one  Arkansas  Street 
neighbor,  John  Vaughan,  has  planted  daffo- 
dils, pampas  grass  and  Monterey  pines 
there.  A  number  of  residents  gathered 
there  during  last  October's  earthquake  to 
compare  their  stories  and  watch  the  city's 
darkened  skyline,  t>acklit  in  red  by  the 
fires  in  the  Marina  District.  This  is  the 
last  bit  of  open  space  on  the  north  side 
of  Potrero  Hill. 

Then,  in  December,  Holiday  bought  the 
land  in  a  cash  sale.  Holiday  used  to  be 
with  Bridge  Housing,  a  non-profit 
firm.  Now  running  McKenzie,  Rose  &

Potrero  Hill  Housing  Project  Tenants  Organizing 
To  Seek  Repairs  for  Their  Crumbling  Apartments

A  new  tenants  committee  has  been 
formed  in  the  Potrero  public  housing  de- 
velopment. Initiated  with  the  help  of  the 
St.  Teresa's  chapter  of  the  San  Francisco 
Organizing  Project  (SFOP)  the  committee 
is  quickly  gaining  support  from  public 
housing  residents  and  concerned  com- 
munity activists. 

Carolyn  Marshall,  a  resident  of  Potrero 
Terrace  for  eight  years,  is  President  of 
the  committee,  which  is  committed  to 
returning  Potrero  Gardens  and  Annex  to 
a  safe,  clean,  habitable  area  in  which  to 
live  and  raise  a  family. 

This  is  no  easy  task.  The  Housing 
Authority,  many  tenants  charge,  has  for 
years  been  neglected  at  funding  time,  be- 
seiged  with  mediocre,  uncaring  adminis- 
trators, and  is  an  easy  victim  of  nega- 
tive publicity  often  attributed  to  public 
housing.  Although  that  publicity  often 
focuses  on  the  drugs,  crime,  unemploy- 


ment and  neglect  that  plague  a  visible 
minority  at  Potrero  Gardens,  the  working 
poor,  law-abiding  single  parents  with  few 
options  beyond  public  assistance,  are  the 
non-visible  majority  who  live  in  public 
housing. 

Hazel  Britton  lives  in  an  apartment  on 
Dakota  Street  in  Potrero  Annex.  She  has 
lived  in  the  same  apartment  with  her 
daughter  and  two  sons  for  1 1  years  —  a 
small,  two  bedroom  lower  unit  in  the  mid- 
dle of  the  building. 

The  living  room  rug  is  soaking  wet  from 
a  leak  in  the  window.  Her  bedroom  ceil- 
ing leaks  from  the  boarded-up  apartment 
upstairs,  onto  the  floor  and  sometimes  on 
her  bed.  Somebody  has  punched  a  hole  in 
the  wall  next  to  the  front  door  through 
which  you  can  see  the  adjoining  stairwell. 
The  walls  throughout  the  apartment  are 
peeling  and  stained.  Plaster  around  the 
front  door  is  crumbling.  Door  panels  are 
delaminating  and  falling  apart  with  age. 

Britton  and  her  boys  are  willing  to 
paint  the  apartment  themselves  if  the 


Housing  Authority  would  simply  supply 
the  paint.  But  there's  not  much  use  in 
paining  a  leaking  ceiling.  Britton  has 
been  asking  to  move  Into  the  three  bed- 
room apartment  -  currently  boarded  up  - 
at  the  corner  of  her  building,  for  which 
she  qualifies,  but  so  far  she  has  had  no 
success. 

In  a  neighboring  apartment,  a  steady, 
fast-dripping  leak  from  the  apartment 
above  has  completely  eroded  the  sheet- 
rock  over  the  bathtub,  leaving  a  two 
foot  square  hole  in  the  wall  and  expos- 
ing the  bathroom  directly  to  cold  out- 
side air.  The  old  formica  bathtub  en- 
closure is  severely  mildewed  and  peeling 
away  from  the  wall.  Water-saturated 
linoleum  is  peeling  off  the  floor.  An 
ancient  electric  portable  heater,  a 
frightening  electrical  hazard,  provides 
a  little  warmth,  but  can't  do  much 
against  even  a  light  wind  blowing  out- 
side and  through  the  open  cavity. 

The  residents  tried  jerryrigging  some 
plastic  to  run  the  water  outside  the  bath- 


room wall,  but  it  just  came  in  at  the 
bottom  of  the  tub,  flooding  the  bathroom 
floor.  The  ceiling  is  stained  where  the 
toilet  from  upstairs  occasionally  leaks  as 
well.  The  residents  are  furious.  They 
have  been  trying  to  get  these  leaks  fixed 
for  more  than  a  year. 

They  report  that  when  a  Housing  Au- 
thority plumber  finally  came  out  he  simply 
shut  the  water  off  in  the  upstairs  apart- 
ment and  left.  He  returned  later  to  turn 
it  back  on  as  there  was  a  child  living  in 
the  upstairs  apartment  and  it  was  illegal 
to  shut  off  the  water.  After  many  phone 
calls,  months  later  the  plumber  returned, 
but  refused  to  go  into  the  upstairs  apart- 
ment because  it  was  "too  dirty." 
The  residents  of  these  developments 
are  angry  and  frequently  discouraged. 
When  they  call  the  manager  or  the  Hous- 
ing Authority  with  complaints,  if  they 
get  through  they  often  get  put  on  hold, 
or  disconnected,  or  get  told  lots  of  people 
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W  oaf?  WEW 

Unfinished  Business 

Mark  Twain  has  been  credited  with  saying,  "Reports  of  my  death  are  greatly  exag- 
gerated." And  despite  the  opinion  of  a  number  of  would  be  city  opinion-makers  we 
believe  that  that  sentiment  should  apply  to  efforts  to  gain  the  protections  of  vacancy 
control  for  people  who  live  in  this  city. 

Following  the  5-4  vote  against  a  vacancy  control  measure  by  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors last  month,  an  increasing  number  of  pundits  are  busy  pronouncing  last  rites  for 
the  effort  to  limit  the  next  increases  that  can  be  charged  once  an  apartment  becomes 
vacant.  But  one  simple  figure  -  namely  that  some  two-thirds  of  San  Francisco  resi- 
dents are  tenants  -  means  that  the  matter  of  vacancy  control  is  indeed  unfinished 
business. 

Tenants  groups  and  others  who  support  fairness  and  equity  in  housing  should  remem- 
ber just  how  individual  Supervisors  voted  on  this  issue.  While  Supervisor  Jim  Gonzales 
backed  vacancy  control  in  his  campaign  for  State  Senate,  he  has  since  changed  his 
mind.  But  Supervisors  Wendy  Nelder,  who  campaigned  as  a  backer  of  vacancy  con- 
trol, and  Willie  Kennedy,  who  voted  for  a  similar  measure  several  years  ago,  were 
the  key  players  in  the  defeat  of  the  measure  this  time  around. 

We  find  flimsy  their  denials  that  they  were  inHuenced  by  significant  donations  from 
real  estate  interests.  If  Nelder  believed  the  measutp  was  "flawed,"  why  did  she  not 
try  to  amend  it?  If  Kennedy  opposed  the  measure        -ise  it  wouldn't  apply  to  units 
built  after  1979,  why  did  she  vote  for  a  measure  se  ^ars  ago  with  the  very  same 

restrictions? 

The  debate  around  vacancy  control  introduced  into  Tena  a  number  of 

myths  that  must  be  dispelled.  One  is  that  the  enactme...  -'ntrol  would 

retard  the  construction  of  new  housing.  If  vacancy  control  -  like  the  existing  rent 
control  ordinance  -  only  applies  to  units  built  before  1979,  how  can  that  affect  new 
housing?  Even  if  many  of  us  would  prefer  new  construction  to  be  covered  under  rent 
-  and  eventually  vacancy  -  control,  it  is  not,  and  an  argument  that  it  would  limit  new 
construction  holds  little  water. 

Perhaps  even  more  dangerous  is  the  claim  that  vacancy  control  only  helps  white, 
upper  middle  class  "outsiders"  seeking  housing  in  San  Francisco,  and  does  little  to 
help  low-income  people  or  people  of  color.  If  you  have  $1,500  a  month  to  spend  on 
an  apartment,  you  won't  have  any  problem  finding  one  on  Potrero  HiU  or  in  most 
places  throughout  the  city,  even  without  vacancy  control.  But  if  you're  a  senior 
citizen  on  a  fixed  income  who  has  just  been  evicted  from  a  $400  a  month  apartment, 
or  a  single  parent  working  at  a  minimum  wage  job  who  must  find  a  larger  apartment 
to  accomodate  your  children,  you'U  find  that  the  increases  that  are  applied  to  rents 
when  apartments  become  vacant  are  simply  pricing  them  far  out  of  your  reach. 

It's  these  myths  that  should  be  laid  to  rest,  and  not  the  drive  for  vacancy  control 
protections.

Bidding  a  Proud  Farewell  to 
Three  "Good  Life  Graduates"

The  passage  of  time  is  usually  meas- 
ured in  defined  increments  with  which 
we  are  all  quite  familiar.  In  late 
December,  three  ex-employees  of  The 
Good  Life  Grocery  came  here  to  say 
good-bye  as  they  were  leaving  for  college. 
As  1  looked  at  those  suddenly  excited 
young  men,  I  realized  that  a  more  subtle 
passage  of  time  had  taken  place  before 
me. 

The  Potrero  Hill-based  Omega  Boys 
Club  has  been  helping  The  Good  Life  by 
providing  us  with  some  eager  young 
kids  to  help  bag  groceries  and  take  care 
of  the  more  mundane  aspects  of  running 
a  grocery  store.  They  come  to  us 
sometimes  not  much  older  than  children 
but  all  are  determined  in  their  mission 
to  succeed.  Those  precious  years  where 
we  change  from  youth  to  adult  always 
serve  to  confound  those  around  us,  but 
suddenly  it  stops  and  off  they  went,  on 
to  a  new  life  and  a  new  adventure. 

The  three  young  men  are  Macio 
Dickenson,  media  savant  for  the  Omegas; 
Thaddeus  Hills,  Good  Life  Class  of  '89; 
and  Marcel  Evans,  who  literally  was 
working  here  one  day  and  was  off  to 
college  the  next.  All  three  enrolled  in 
Tuskegee  University  in  Alabama  and 
started  classes  in  early  January.  All 
three  were  the  first  members  of  their 
families  to  attend  college. 

They  had  an  opportunity  to  visit 
Tuskegee  and  other  colleges  earlier  in 
1989  through  organized  visits  sponsored 
by  the  Omega  Boys  Club.  Those  trips 
gave  them  their  first  taste  of  black 
scholastic  life,  in  contrast  to  the 
seeming  disorganized  and  disinterested 
San  Francisco  public  school  system. 
They  found  black  students  studying  in 
clean  schools  in  an  environment  void 
of  racial  tension  and  gang  strife.  They 
learned  that  the  opportunity  presented 
itself  for  them  to  accomplish  what  many 
students,  both  black  and  white,  had 
achieved  so  many  times  before  them; 
to  learn  without  impedance,  to  satisfy 
their  curiosity  and  to  achieve  goals  that 
were  painfully  missing  for  most  of  their 
young  lives. 


They  may  succeed  or  fail,  but  they  will 
try  their  hardest  and  they  will  accomplish 
their  goals  on  their  own  merits.  The 
best  part  is  all  three  want  to  come  back 
to  San  Francisco  and  work  helping  their 
younger  brothers.  While  I  can  claim 
little  credit  for  the  inner  motivation 
of  these  young  men,  the  chance  to 
witness  this  important  change  in  their 
lives  was  important  to  all  of  us  who 
work  here. 

Macio  was  at  his  best  when  he  was  a 
peer  counselor  at  the  Juvenile  Detention 
Center.  Thaddeus  had  an  altogether 
brief  career  at  the  Good  Life  as  his 
parents  were  adamant  about  his  school 
grades  but  he  would  have  been  really 
great  if  he'd  stuck  around.  Marcel 
might  still  be  here  except  a  lot  of 
prodding  and  some  financial  aid  finally 
got  him  a  place  on  that  plane  East. 

So  they  came  by  that  last  day  before 
leaving  and  they  were  dressed  in  their 
new  clothes  and  all  sporting  new  hair- 
cuts that  were  sheer  works  of  art.  They 
talked  and  laughed  and  1  realized  that 
none  of  them  was  the  same  person  I 
had  hired  many  months  ago.  They  were 
no  longer  employees  at  The  Good  Life 
Grocery  but  rather  young  men  who 
had  completed  a  large  chapter  of  their 
lives  and  were  anxious  to  begin  the 
next.  I  suppose  I  felt  a  bit  older  but 
actually  I  felt  like  the  act  of  selling 
groceries  here  is  just  a  bit  more  impor- 
tant than  most  people  think. 

The  Good  Life  Grocery  supports  the 
work  of  the  Omega  Boys  Club  and  the 
achievements  of  its  members.  Their 
school  trips  are  funded  by  donations  to 
the  Potrero  Hill  Neighborhood  House 
and  donations  can  be  earmarked  for 
their  scholastic  programs  as  well.  Omega 
members  with  a  year  or  more  of  service 
at  The  Good  Life  Grocery  receive  funds 

towards  their  tuition.    All  of  our  current 

school  age  employees  must  maintain  at 
least  a  C  average  and  have  their 
parent's  permission  to  work  at  The  Good 
Life.   We  believe  that  education  is  the 
single  most  important  function  in  a  young 
person's  life.

Here  are  some  suggestions  from  our  new 
book  selections. 

San  Franciscophiles  won't  want  to  miss 
Herb  Gold's  latest  -  "Travels  in  San 
Francisco"  -  stories  and  essays  featuring 
conversations  and  cappucinos  from 
Russian  to  Potrero  Hill.  Anne  Lamott's 
"All  New  People"  tells  the  story  of  a 
young  girl  coming  of  age  in  Marin 
county  with  humor  and  sensitivity. 
EUa  Leffland's  "The  Knight,  Death  and 
the  Devil"  is  worlds  away. 

A  novel  about  Nazi  Hermann  Goering? 
It  sounds  unlikely,  but  has  been  getting 
rave  reviews.  Youll  have  to  get  on 
the  waiting  list  for  P.D.  James'  new 
mystery,  "Devices  and  Desires."  Also 
in  demand  is  Erica  Jong's  sexy  and  auda- 
cious novel  about  a  painter,  "Any 
Woman's  Blues." 

New  on  the  non-fiction  shelf  is  "Thanks- 
giving: An  AIDS  Journal."  Elizabeth 
Cox,  musician  and  young  mother,  tells 
the  heartbreaking  story  of  the  illness 
and  death  of  her  talented  husband.  "My 
Traitor's  Heart."  by  Rian  Malan,  des- 
cribes a  journey  of  discovery  in  South 
Africa.  Malan's  ancestors  helped  forge 
apartheid.  In  rebellion  he  spent  eight 
years  in  uneasy  exile,  and  returned, 
not  to  investigate  tiow  South  Africans 
live,  but  how  ihey  die  deaths  of  violence 
and  murder.  His  book  is  an  uncomfortable 
examination  by  an  Afrikaner  trying  to 
make  sense  of  his  loved  and  feared 
country  and  its  people. 

Reuben  Greenberg's  journeys  took  him 
from  an  impoverished  Southern  child- 
hood to  graduate  studies  at  UC  Berkeley 
and  an  undersheriff's  position  for  Dick 
Hongisto.  His  book  describes  how  a 
young  man,  black  and  Jewish,  became 
police  chief  in  Charleston,  South  Caro- 
lina in  1982,  but  his  real  message  in 
"Let's  Take  Back  our  Streets"  is  how 
citizens  and  police  can  work  together 
to  stop  crime.

LIBRARIES  THREATENED 

The  threat  of  cuts  in  San  Francisco's  library  services  was  the  big  story  on  the  front 
page  of  the  March,  1980  issue  of  The  View.  The  story,  by  Joan  Jackson,  who  was 
Potrero  Branch  Librarian  at  the  time,  indicated  that  12  branches,  including  Potrero, 
were  slated  for  closure  if  a  projected  20  percent  reduction  in  the  City's  library 
budget  came  to  pass.  A  best-case  scenario  envisioned  e  budget  cut  of  "only"  seven 
percent  if  then  -  Mayor  Diane  Feinstein's  "growing  revenue  proposals,  including 
Muni  fare  increases,  are  adopted."  Happily,  the  Potrero  Brnach  has  survived,  in 
large  part  because  concerned  citizens  raised  a  storm  of  protest,  and  it's  open  the 
same  number  of  hours  per  week  as  it  was  10  years  ago. 

EDITORIAL  ATTACKS  CUTS 

The  View's  editorial  also  dealt  with  the  threat  to  the  city's  libraries.  Citing  the  Hill's 
and  San  Francisco's  rejection  of  Prop.  13,  which  passed  statewide  in  1978,  The  View 
asked,  "What  new  social  need  will  be  cut  in  order  to  save  money?"

Debate  Heats  Up  on  Arkansas  St.  Plan

Holiday  (the  first  two  partners  are  his 
four  and  seven  vear  old  daughters).  The 
Lofts,  the  market-rate  live/work  spaces, 
at  4th  &c  Brannan  Streets,  will  soon 
be  followed  by  another  similar  project  at 
2nd  and  Bryant  Streets. 

For  the  proposed  Potrero  Hill  project, 
Holiday  wants  to  combine  a  for-profit 
erouD  of  condominiums  priced,  he  hopes, 
at  about  $225,000  each,  with  "aff- 
fordable"  artists'  live/work  spaces.  He 
has  teamed  up  with  Arts  Space  Develop- 
ment Corporation  (ArtsDeco),  a  group 
of  artists  who  used  to  live  in  the  Good- 
man Building  in  the  early  eighties.  In 
1984,  they  failed  to  save  their  building 
from  a  for-profit  development  scheme, 
but  a  half  million  dollars  in  city  funds 
have  been  promised  towards  an  artists' 
live/work  project  elsewhere  in  the  City. 
Until  now,  they  had  searched  in  vain  for 
space  -  either  land  or  a  building  to  re- 
model -  for  that  project,  in  tandem  with 
Holiday's  for-profit  condominiums.  Arts 
Deco  can  afford  to  create  the  spaces 
they  seek. 

"This  will  be  the  very  first  affordable 
artists'  live/work  spaces  to  be  developed 
'in  San  Francisco,"  says  Martha  Senger, 
who  has  been  a  part  of  ArtsDeco  since 
it  was  founded  and  is  very  excited  about 


the  Potrero  Hill  plan.  She  defines  "af- 
fordable" as  80  percent  of  market  rate, 
and  adds,  "Holiday's  development  is 
tailor-made  to  our  needs." 

The  lot  is  currently  zoned  Ml,  for 
light  industrial  use,  with  a  40  foot 
height  limit  and  no  open  space  require- 
ment. Holiday  has  in  mind,  instead,  29 
artists'  live/work  spaces  and  a  gallery  of 
some  sort,  plus  roughly  65  market-rate 
condominiums. 

To  build  these  requires  a  conditional 
use  permit  from  the  City  Planning  De- 
partment. To  get  the  permit  Holiday 
must  show  he  has  obtained  input  from 
the  community,  as  well  as  demonstrate 
the  project  has  some  positive  benefit  to 
the  community.  The  artists'  units  cer- 
tainly help  toward  that  end  but  also  add 
density  to  the  project,  which  has  fueled 
strong  concerns  among  neighbors  of  the 
proposed  development. 

Holiday  has  hired  Potrero  League  of 
Active  Neighbors  (PLAN)  founder  and 
Hill  resident  Jim  Firth  to  make  contact 
with  the  various  community  organiza- 
tions. Firth  organized  a  series  of  meet- 
ings with  interested  parties  throughout 
February  and  those  meetings  are  ex- 
pected to  continue  well  into  March.  And 
so  far,  reaction  to  the  project  is  running 
the  gamut  from  those  seeking  some 


minor  modifications  to  those  seeking  to 
retain  the  entire  area  as  an  open  space. 
Among  the  concerns  expressed  so  far: 

*  Density:  The  94  units  proposed  would 
mean  a  density  of  63  units/acre,  higher 
even  than  nearby  Victoria  Mews  (which 

is  47  units/acre)  but  far  lower  than  Nob 
Hill,  which  has  103  units/acre.  Holiday 
argues  that  the  29  artists'  spaces,  to 
which  he  has  committed,  raise  the  density 
of  the  project  precisely  because  they  are 
small  and  there  are  so  many  of  them. 

*  Height  and  view  restrictions:  What 
will  they  be?  The  top  edge  of  the  site, 
at  Arkansas  and  19th  Streets,  is  current- 
ly planned  for  a  series  of  three  story 
terraced  units  (two  stories  over  a  garage, 
or  30  feet),  which  would  block  the  views 
of  some  neighbors  and  obliterate  the 
vista  of  pedestrians.  Holiday  is  consider- 
ing reducing  the  number  of  condominiums 
at  the  top  of  the  hill.  The  32,000  square 
foot  lot  belonging  to  the  San  Francisco 
School  District  will  remain  open  space. 

*  The  tunnel  that  collapsed:  Is  it  safe 
to  build  on  top  of  it?  Holiday  has  had  a 
soil  engineer  check  the  site.  The  tunnel 
was  apparently  filled  with  concrete  and 
sand  in  the  late  1960s,  but  the  present 
design  avoids  putting  any  buildings  on  top 
of  the  opening  of  the  tunnel,  according 
to  architect  David  Baker.

*  Traffic  patterns:  How  will  they 
change?  Off-street  parking  would  be 
provided  inside  the  condominium  area, 
and  along  where  the  railroad  tracks  now 
run.  A  3,000  square  foot  commercial 
component  (the  gallery)  planned  along 
Arkansas  Street  may  be  nixed.  Hill 
resident  John  Twitchell  is  doing  a  traf- 
fic study  now  to  see  what  the  effect  of 
the  gallery  on  traffic  and  parking  would 
be. 

•  The  artists'  live/work  spaces:  Who 
gets  them?  Senger  explains  that  Arts- 
Deco is  buying  the  land  from  Holiday,  at 
the  price  he  paid  for  it,  and  Holiday 
would  do  the  developing  at  a  modest  fee. 
It's  a  turnkey  deal,  secured  for  the  mo- 
ment by  a  memorandum  of  understanding 
between  the  two  parties.  ArtsDeco 
would  own  the  spaces,  which  will  range 
from  340  to  1100  square  feet,  and  they 
will  rent  them  to  committed  artists  for 
no  more  than  80  percent  of  the  market 
rate  -  approximately  $400  to  $900  per 

month.  According  to  Senger,  there  will 
be  a  selection  committee  to  choose  the 
artist  tenants,  who  can  be  writers,  musi- 
cians or  actors,  as  well  as  visual  artists. 
The  rental  requirements  will  include  a 
mix  of  sexes  and  ages,  as  well  as  a  cer- 
tain number  of  Hill  residents.

nave  problems  just  as  serious.  After  a 
while  they  give  up.  However,  if  they 
gave  up  paying  their  rent  they'd  be  on 
the  street  in  three  days. 

Shelby  Campbell,  Communications 
Director  of  the  Housing  Authority  was 
asked  by  an  SFOP  member  if  the  situa- 
tion described  above  was  serious  enough 
to  authorize  an  emergency  repair.  She 
said  she  couldn't  answer  questions  about 
individual  problems,  but  there  were  many 
serious  situations  throughout  public  hous-- 
ing.  She  said  a  new  program  was  being 
instituted  under  Housing  Authority  Di- 
rector David  Gilmore  in  which  committees 
from  each  housing  project  in  the  city 
would  be  established,  priorities  would  be 
set,  and  actions  taken  to  remedy  the 
problems  on  the  basis  of  those  priorities. 

Because  of  varying  problems  and  priori- 
ties these  committees  are  being  estab- 
lished individually  for  each  public  housing 
development  under  the  direction  of  the 
Housing  Authority  Commission  Chair 
Gerald  LeRoy. 

However,  members  of  the  Potrero 
tenants  organization  point  out  that  the 
number  of  residents  (only  four  out  of  nine 
or  ten)  would  constitute  a  minority  on  the 
committee.  Other  committee  members 
would  be  a  Housing  Authority  manager; 
at  least  one  representative  from  a  neigh- 
borhood community  group;  a  representa- 
tive from  the  Police  Department,  etc. 
The  committees  are  expected  to  meet 
over  a  period  of  time  to  develop  both 
short  term  and  long  term  goals.

Campbell  said  the  number  of  vacant 
public  housing  units  citywide  has  been  re- 
duced from  600  to  400  over  the  last  year 
and  by  September  30.  the  City  is  aiming 
for  a  two  percent  vacancy  rate,  which  is 
normal  turnover.  But,  current  tenants 
ask,  if  all  or  most  of  the  maintenance  ef- 
fort goes  into  rehabilitating  vacant  units, 
who  will  look  after  the  people  in  existing 
occupied  units? 

Residents  of  public  housing  in  San  Fran- 
cisco have  been  asking  a  number  of  key 
questions  to  which  answers  have  not  been 
forthcoming.  What  is  the  process  to  de- 
cide when  a  problem  is  severe  enough  to 
warrant  an  emergency  repair?  If  legiti- 
mate emergency  repairs  can't  or  won't  be 
accomplished  within  a  reasonable  time, 
why  can't  tenants  who  pay  rent  for  sub- 
standard housing  pay  any  further  rent  into 
an  escrow  account  until  repairs  are  made 
or  enough  money  has  accumulated  to  ef- 
fect those  repairs,  as  would  be  the  case 
with  any  other  landlord? 

How  many  Housing  Authority  repairmen 
are  on  the  job,  and  what  system  of  ac- 
countability exists  for  their  time  and  ac- 
complishments? What  efforts  are  being 
put  into  training  young  people  living  in 
public  housing  to  solve  some  of  these  prob- 
lems (and  learn  a  skill)  for  themselves? 
What  efforts  are  being  put  into  utilizing 
the  resources  of  skilled  community  volun- 
teers who  could  augment  the  apparently 
understaffed  Housing  Authority  repairmen? 
Will  the  Housing  Authority  lobby  Mayor 
Art  Agnos  for  a  portion  of  the  earthquake 
funds  he  skillfully  extracted  from  the  Red 
Cross  to  help  with  public  housing  problems 
originated  or  worsened  by  the  earthquake?

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Curbside  Recycling  Slated 
To  Begin  on  Potrero  Hill

Beginning  in  April,  Potrero  Hill  will 
become  part  of  San  Francisco's  curb- 
side  recycling  program.  Every  week, 
on  the  same  morning  as  regular  garbage 
collection,  a  recycling  truck  will  collect 
glass  and  metal  cans,  bottles  and  jars, 
plastic  soda  containers  and  newspapers 
and  scrap  paper.  Residents  of  single- 
family  and  apartment  houses  of  up  to 
six  units  will  be  part  of  the  program. 

Curbside  recycling  is  a  joint  effort  of 
the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
and  Sunset  Scavengers.  According  to 
Amy  Perlmutter,  Recycling  Coordinator 
for  the  City,  "We  began  curbside 
collection  one  year  ago  in  the  south 
central  part  of  the  city.  It's  already 
a  big  success,  with  a  participation  rate 
of  over  70  percent.  It's  exciting  to  be 
able  to  bring  Potrero  Hill  and  other 
neighborhoods  into  the  program.  We 
know  that  San  Franciscans  want  to 


recycle,  so  we've  developed  a  convenient 
curbside  system." 

Toward  the  end  of  March,  Hill  residents 
will  be  provided  with  a  sturdy  blue 
recycling  bin  to  begin  collecting  recy- 
clables  and  complete  instructions  on 
what  can  be  recycled  and  how  to 
prepare  materials  for  collection. 

The  recycling  program  has  scheduled 
three  community  meetings  to  discuss 
curbside  recycling:  Tuesday,  March  20 
at  Miraloma  Park  Clubhouse,  350  O'Sha- 
ughnessy  Blvd.;  Wednesday,  March  21 
at  Jamestown  Community  Center, 
180  Fair  Oaks  at  23rd  Street;  and  on 
Thursday,  March  22  at  the  Community 
Meeting  Room,  Southeast  Community 
Facility.  1800  Oakdale  at  Phelps.  AU 
three  meetings  will  begin  at  7  p.m.

Clinic  Supporters  Schedule

Florence  Stroud,  the  Mayor's  Deputy 
Director  for  Community  Health  Services, 
will  appear  at  the  Caleb  Clark  Health 
Center,  1050  Wisconsin  Street  on  March 
12  at  6:30  p.m.  to  discuss  medical  needs 
with  Hill  dwellers. 

This  meeting  is  a  follow-up  to  the 
January  29  get-together  when  Stroud  met 
with  two  dozen  Caleb  Clark  patients  to 
hear  concerns  and  complaints  about  the 
Center's  lack  of  staffing.  The  city's 
medical  budget  was  in  the. process  of 
being  prepared  for  presentation  to  the 
Mayor.  Ms.  Stroud  was  there  to  get 
what  she  called  "neighborhood  input," 
and  over  the  course  of  the  two-hour 
session,  what  appeared  to  be  merely  an 
ideal  bureaucrat  was  replaced  by  a 
woman  who  really  listened. 

One  patient  convinced  Stroud  that  the 


violent  history  of  the  Health  Center  - 
where  five  years  ago  a  patient's  relative 
killed  Dr.  Robert  Ross  -  meant  security 
guards  were  not  a  luxury  item  but  an 
essential  ingredient  in  the  Center's 
success.  A  dental  patient  stressed  that 
the  clinic  had  to  have  a  dental  hygenist 
to  be  of  real  value  to  the  neighborhood. 
He  was  very  insistent  and  his  message 
seemed,  finally,  to  get  through. 

Stroud  is  uniquely  able  to  improve 
medical  care  on  Potrero  Hill.  Because 
of  her  position,  she  can  effect  change. 
Because  of  her  ability  to  listen,  she  can 
learn  which  changes  really  serve  this 
community. 

If  you  have  been  or  would  like  to  be  a 
patient  of  the  clinic,  your  participation 
in  the  March  12  meeting  would  be  most 
welcome.

"Morgan's  Cake":  Low  Key 
Father  &  Son  Docu-Fiction 


By  Michael  Dingle 

If  you  are  tired  of  typical  Hollywood 
'teen-fare'  -  all  those  beautiful  kids  in 
unbelievable   situations  with  that  over- 
produced veneer  ~  then  check  out 
"Morgan's  Cake."  at  the  Roxie,  3117  I6th 
St..  for  a  one-week  run  March  2-8.  With 
a  pace  somewhat  akin  to  real-life,  "Mor- 
gan's Cake"  lakes  a  low-budget,  low-key 
approach  to  being  an  i8-year~old. 

Shooting  in  Richmond  in  nine  days  on  a 
shoestring  budget,  local  filmmaker  Rick 
Schmidt,  author  of  "Feature  Filmmaking 
at  Used  Car  Prices,"  cast  his  son,  Mor- 
gan Schmidt-Feng,  in  the  title  role  of  a 
bewildered,  bemused  teenager  wlio  is  at 
the  same  time  overwhelmed  by  life's 
everyday  pressures. 

"Morgan's"  parents  are  divorced;  he  is 
disinterested  in  cither  working  or  staying 
in  school;  his  girlfriend  is  pregnant  and 
the  draft  board  looms  in  his  future.  Aft- 
er his  artist/short-order  cook  father  (a 
wonderful  performance  by  Willie  Boy 
Walker)  gives  him  a  practical  and  hilar- 
ious lesson  in  late-60s  draft-dodging. 


Morgan  finds  inspiration  for  a  scheme  to 
avoid  the  draft  in  an  item  from  the 
Chronicle's  Sunday  "Grab  Bag";  Baking  a 
White  House  cake  is  illegal. 

With  long  shots  of  everyday  activities, 
this  father  and  son  docu-fiction  has  an 
anecdotal  flavoi-.  There's  Morgan  speak- 
ing to  the  camera  while  housepainting 
with  girlfriend  Rachel;  the  interminable 
yet  never  boring  family  dinner  table 
scene  when  they  announce  her  pregnancy; 
Morgan  working  for  a  moving  company 
that  delivers  llie  wrong  home  appliance; 
his  friend  and  part-time  boss  Nick  (local 
soundman  Nick  Bertoni),  hanging  back  in 
a  gravity  chair,  sipping  ginseng  cock- 
tails, telling  Morgan  that  life  will  take 
care  of  itself;  or  his  mother  leaving  town 
to  deal  with  lier  own  life.  Morgan's  prob- 
lems are  met  with  a  quirky  detacliment 
characteristic  of  his  generation. 

Schmidt  addresses  this  gulf  between 
generations  without  criticism,  but  as  a 
concerned  observer.  Morgan  appeals  to 
us  because  his  problems  are  real,  and  his 
confusion  un-liyped.  You  can't  help  but 
like  a  kid  who  uses  a  blow-dryer  to  fire 
the  barbecue  up,  and  bakes  a  cake  to 
dodge  the  draft.

Questions  from  Hill

will  inevitably  lead  to  a  wall  of  hotels 
there. 

Agnos.  a  former  HUI  resident,  devoted 
his  prepared  remarks  to  citywido,  rather 
than  neighborhood,  issues,  and  used  tlie 
occasion  to  showcase  his  proposal  for  the 
massive  Mission  Bay  development. 

Asserting  that  the  current  Mission  Bay 
plan  contains  "more  affordnble  housing 
and  more  family  housing,"  Agnos  acknow- 
ledged that  a  number  of  major  controver- 
sies remain  around  the  plan  "that  the  pub- 
lic will  help  decide."  Among  them: 
whether  Mission  Bay's  major  open  space 
should  be  a  wetlands  or  a  recreational 
green:  whether  the  demand  for  housing 
from  those  filling  new  jobs  in  Mission  Bay 
will  create  a  further  affordable  housing 
deficit  in  the  city;  and  whether  all  afford- 
able housing  sites  should  be  controlled  by 
a  community  trust. 

The  Mayor  confirmed  that  he  is  eye- 
balling  the  7th  and  Townsend  corner  for  a 
"combined  family  recreation  center  and 
arena  facility,  "which,  in  his  view,"  would 
be  no  larger  in  scale  or  size  than  other 
buildings  there."  He  did  not  note  the 
concerns  about  parking  or  traffic  that 
would  accompany  construction  of  an 
arena. 

Agnos  then  addressed  a  number  of 
questions  about  neighborhood  concerns, 
some  of  which  had  been  submitted 
through  the  Democratic  Club  and  some 
from  members  of  the  audience. 

With  a  Federal  Aviation  Agency  study 
underway  about  the  feasibility  of  a  com- 
mercial heliport  on  the  waterfront,  Agnos 
stressed  that  "I  feel  no  different  than  1 

did  before.  I'm  opposed  to  a  heliport  on 
the  waterfront  or  anywhere  north  of 
liere.  Heliports  aren't  nuclear  power 
plants,  but  they  can't  be  next  to  neighbor- 
hoods."

He  did,  however,  mention  "exploring 
some  possibilities  of  a  commercial  heli- 
port near  the  Hunters  Point  Naval  Sliip- 
yard,"  and  noted  that  "San  Francisco  CJen- 
eral  Hospital  could  be  a  place  to  bring  in  a 
helicopter  for  lifesaving  purposes." 

Althougli  he  appeared  unaware  of  the 
controversy  surrounding  the  proposed 
developjnent  of  condominiums  and  art- 
ists' live/work  spaces  on  Arkansas 
Street,  Agnos  urged  one  resident,  wlio 
noted  the  units  should  be  less  dense  and 
more  affordable,  to  "go  to  Die  Planning 
Commission  and  make  these  complaints 
...  There  will  be  a  lot  of  negotiations," 
the  Mayor  predicted,  "and  either  we  work 
out  something  that  works  or  we  won't 
succeed. 

He  told  the  group  that  Potrero  Hill  is 
the  first  thing  that  he  sees  when  he  gets 
up  in  the  morning  in  his  Twin  Peaks 
liome.  "I'm  excited  to  see  the  Hill  with- 
out tlie  gas  tank."  he  said,  adding  that 
he  is  interested  in  attempting  to  work 
out  a  development  for  the  area  that  pre- 
viously contained  the  huge  PG&E  storage 
tank,  whicli  would  include  affordable 
housing. 

"In  general  1  encourage  multiple  use  of 
space,  with  housing  being  a  constant," 
Agnos  said,  and  noted  that  he  had 
"thought  a  good  idea"  the  development 
of  a  parking-housing-childcare  facility  on 
the  24th  and  Utah  site  currently  occupied 
by  u  MUNI  facility,  although  he  did  not 
know  whether  city  funds  would  be  avail- 
able in  the  coming  year  to  clean  possible 
toxic  wastes  from  the  site. 

A  number  of  questions  centered  on 
what  the  city  budget  would  hold  for 
neighborhood  services  and  facilities,  such 
as  the  Caleb  Clark  Clinic;  the  Potrero 
Branch  Library;  San  Francisco  Cieneral 
Hospital;  the  Housing  Autliority;  local 
road  and  water  main  repair,  and  police 
and  fire  services. 

"I'm  not  going  to  give  you  any  straight 
answers"  on  budget  questions  Agnos  ad- 
mitted, "I  don't  know  yet."  Stressing  the 
need  to  maintain  sources  of  revenue  such 
as  the  businesses  taxes,  the  Mayor  pre- 
dicted that  "all  budget  issues  will  be  de- 
cided in  the  next  90-120  days." 

He  noted  however,  that  when  first 
elected,  "I  got  my  head  handed  to  me 
about  closing  a  couple  of  neighborhood 
libraries,"  and  vowed,  "I  won't  mess  with 
them  anymore."
